THE REPORT OF THE BUDGET COMMITTEE 


The records of the Conference year ending October 4th, last year show a 
total of $518,675.00 raised for local causes, while some $270,523.00 was raised for 
benevolent enterprises throughout the Conference that year. It is important, 
however, that a proportionate standard of giving be maintained in all of the 
charges that no legitimate claim be overlooked or deferred to other good 
enough causes which may intervene. 


We respectfully urge that the Conference Claimants’ Endowment cam- 
paign be given such place and emphasis as shall lead to the completion of 
that important task within the quadrennium ending with next General Con- 
ference. To this end we request the Executive Secretary immediately after 
Conference to send to those charges that have not put on or completed the 
canvass, the quota assigned to such charge with the expressed wish of the 
Conference that it be speedily taken care of. 


We recommend to Conference for approval the quota of $3,500.00 as 
our contribution through the various charges to the maintenance budget of 
Kimball School of Theology. 


We approve the asking of $600.00, made by the members of the Cabinet, 
to supplement the $600.00 of the Board of Home Missions and Church Ex- 
tension, for the support of our Japanese work within the Conference. 


We recommend that the committee appointed at this Conference be 
continued to the end of next Conference session, so that it may report as 
follows: 

1. Upon a thorough survey of all givings of the Conference to establish 
a judicious proportionate standard as a guide for the charges in their givings 
for the ensuing year.

REPORT OF THE CONFERENCE BOARD OF RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 
The Present Situation— 


Approximately one year ago, Dr. M. J. Trenery, representing the Board 
of Education, Department of Church Schools, entered into an agreement 
with Dr. E. C. Hickman, representing Kimball School of Theology, whereby 
a Department of Religious Education at Kimball was to administer a program 
of field work throughout the Conference. A three-year program was contem- 
plated; this, on the assumption that the values or unsatisfactory nature of 
such an experiment, could not be proven in less time. 


Last year, at Conference, Dr. Hickman placed this plan before our 
Conference Board of Religious Education, asking us to provide measures for 
raising the one thousand dollars per year for which Kimball had become 
responsible under the terms of the agreement. 


In response to this request, the Board brought a recommendation before 
the Conference to the effect that a committee be appointed to confer with the 
District Superintendents in formulating a plan for raising said amount through 
the sic schools of the Conference. The Conference authorized such a 
committee. 


Resulting from the activities of the committee, whose efforts have cleared 
through the office of Kimball, the following amounts have been realized:

Pursuant to resolution by 1925 Conference, your commission appointed 
carried into effect the desire expressed that a day designated as ‘‘ Methodist 
Day” be observed on the historic ground of Champoeg in this State. The 
interest which centers in that spot, sacred to political and religious liberty, 
is well known: Champoeg, on the immediate banks of “Beautiful Willamette,” 
being the place where, in 1843, the Oregon pioneers adopted laws for a new. 
American colony. And the-part which Methodism played in the early settle- 
ment and development of the Oregon territory, as well as its present position 
in this commonwealth, renders it highly proper that our church make recog- 
nition of the important event of Champoeg. 

We point with pride to the fact that that distinguished early missionary 
of our ranks, the Rev. Gustavus Hines, delivered a patriotic address on that 
memorable Independence Day, and the next day, July 5, 1848, presided over 
the assembly which made operative the Oregon provisional government. 
Was it not fitting that your commission on ‘‘ Methodist Day at Champoeg”’ 
was able to time its first observance of the day on the anniversary of Mr. 
Hines’ presidency, viz: July 5, 1926? 

Your commission added to its body the Rev. John Parsons, historian 
of the Conference, and the two District Superintendents who were not al- 
ready members. We move, first, That the observance of this day be per- 
petuated. 

Second, That the commission, with power to act, be continued with the 
addition of Dr. Edward Laird Mills, to take the place of Rev. Charles Mac- 
Caughey, transferred out of the Conference, so that the members of the com- 
mission shall be, on this election: W. W. Youngson, D. H. Leech, A. L. 
Howarth, A. S. Hisey, 8. J. Chaney, John Parsons, E. L. Mills, Walton Skip- 
worth.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF STATE OF THE COUNTRY 


We, the ministers of the Oregon Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, assembled in Corvallis, Oregon, September 22, 1926, are firmly 
convinced that alcohol is a poison, and that the traffic in it for beverage pur- 
poses is a crime against society and ruinous to public morals. Every ex- 
periment that sought to permit, legalize, or control such traffic has failed and 
disappointed its advocates. The people of our churches are opposed to the 
restoration of this traffic in any form or degree. They will never suffer another 
monopoly to be granted to the brewers by permitting beer to come back. 

We must never go back. We shall never compromise with the lawbreak- 
ers. We want improved laws and better observance of them. We expect 
better enforcement and a general acceptance of a new national policy. To 
this end we urge the speedy enactment of the administration proposals for 
strengthening prohibition enforcement. We pledge to President Coolidge 
and General Andrews our loyal co-operation in earnest effort to enforce the 
law until Lincoln’s dream shall come true: “‘A world without a slave or a 
drunkard in it.” 

We, as Methodists, record our gratification over the work of our Board 
of Temperance, Prohibition, and Public Morals. It has successfully made 
known the historic position of the Methodist Episcopal Church in opposition 
to the liquor traffic, to vicious literature and plays, gambling and prize- 
fighting, dancing in public-school buildings, and other prevalent evils of the 
post-war period. 

__.We record our unswerving conviction that the Church must maintain an 
abiding and active interest in the cause of World Peace. We believe that in 
order to secure and maintain World Peace those forces which will create and 
foster a peaceful international mind must be developed through educational 
processess. 

We endorse the crusade in the northwest against narcotics and habit- 
forming drugs. We call the attention of all teachers and instructors in the 
public schools of our State to the State statutes which require the teaching 
in the schools of the harmful effects and consequences of the use of alcohol 
and other narcotic drugs and stimulants. We urge that the parents in every 
school district insist that this instruction which our law requires shall be given.

WESLEY HOSPITAL 


Wesley Hospital, an institution of the Oregon Annual Conference, is 
promoted as an ‘‘A” grade standard hospital under the minimum require- 
ments of the American College of Surgeons. It has a capacity of seventy-five 
beds, including the fourteen crib capacity nursery. Its accommodations are 
designated as private and semi-private rooms and wards of four beds each. 


_ The institution was originally bonded for $70,000.00 through Messrs. 
Bitting & Co., of St. Louis. In December, 1925, after a series of Conferences 
which included Bishop Shepard, Dr. N. E. Davis, of the General Board of 
Hospitals and Homes, officials of the Conference Board, and the local Board of 
Directors, it was found necessary to rebond in order to cover the former bond 
loan and outstanding accounts against building, equipment, property, 
etc. The new issue was authorized for the amount of $110,000.00, six per 
cee running over a period of fifteen years, with first principal 

ue in ; 


In addition to the bond issue a loan of $12,000.00 was made with Marsh- 
field banks and which has subsequently been paid through collections from 
original pledges of the building fund. 


, We approve the arrangement whereby Rev. J. B. Coan shall be retained 
in the capacity of Executive Secretary, to give full time in the field raising 
funds and cultivating the interest of our people in Wesley Hospital, and we 
recommend that Bishop Leonard be requested to appoint him Executive 
Secretary of the institution for the coming year. 


We further recommend that all our churches and pastors accord the 
Executive Secretary the fullest co-operation and support in his efforts to 
promote the interests of the hospital throughout the Oregon Conference, and 
that he be welcomed to the pulpits for the presentation of the hospital cause. 
We endorse the annual observance of Hospital or White Cross Sunday by 
the pastors in their churches at such a time as may be set for same, and urge 
ee vie church the cause of the ministry of healing be appropriately 
observed.

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REPORT OF CONFERENCE BOARD OF EDUCATION 
WILLAMETTE UNIVERSITY 


Inasmuch as the total amount of all regular pledges to the Endowment 
Fund of Willamette is due and payable between now and September 1, 1927; 
and since Willamette will lose fifty-four cents of the General Board of Educa- 
tion pledge for every dollar we fail to pay, therefore, we recommend that we 
do our utmost not only to pay our own pledge in full within the next year, 
but also to urge our people to do the same. 3 ¢ 

And inasmuch as Willamette, because of increased cost of operation, 1s 
seriously facing a deficit for the coming year, we recommend that the Board 
of Education be requested to consider a contribution of at least five thousand 
dollars for the current expense budget of 1926-27.

KIMBALL SCHOOL OF THEOLOGY 


We have heard with pleasure the decision of the trustees of Kimball 
School of Theology to maintain a standard instititution at Salem, a decision 
in which the Resident Bishop heartily concurs. We welcome to the presi- 
dency Dr. John Martin Canse and pledge him our hearty cooperation. It 
is encouraging to note that for the first time the other four English-speaking 
conferences in this Pacific Northwest have accepted quotas and will give the 
school material support during the coming year. We endorse the plan of the 
District Superintendent for raising $3,500 within the bounds of the Oregon 
Conference, the following division .being suggested: Salem District, $1,500; 
Portland, $1,300; Southern, $400; Eastern, $300. Reports from the administra- 
tion indicate that a good year is in prospect. The prayers and interest of 
Oregon Methodists will help greatly toward realizing the prospects. 

We recommend that the first Sunday in February be known and observed 
as Kimball Sunday, when the interests of the school shall be presented and the 
District Superintendents and pastors are asked to plan for the same. 

We recommend that the Wesley Foundation Service be extended to 
include the Oregon State Normal at Monmouth.

Your committee presents the following resolutions for your approval: 


First—We appreciate the hospitality of the pastor, Rev. William Hints, 
the members of the Corvallis church, and people of the city, as expressed in 
the welcome to their homes of the delegates to the conference; the meals 
served by the ladies of the church; and the fine Christian cordiality manifested 
upon all sides. Last, but not least, flowers from Woman’s Christian Temper- 
ance Union Farm Home at church and banquet. We feel proud of the fact 
that Oregon Methodism has such a fine edifice in this college community. 


Second—We value the consideration given to the conference proceedings 
by the local press, the Morning Oregonian and the Oregon Journal, and the 
presence of the two special representatives of the Portland papers, Miss 
Adelaide Lake and Mr. Ernest Peterson. 


Third—We recognize the imperative obligation of the church to be in- 
formed concerning the fundamental causes of the three greatest world prob- 
lems of this day: war, racial antagonisms, and materialism. As these evils 
not only clog the wheels of Christian progress at home and abroad, but also 
threaten the very life of Christian civilization itself, we therefore call upon 
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our ministers and people to aggressively face these issues with the determi- 
nation that they shall be solved in the light and spirit of Christ. 


Fourth—The presence and speeches of Bishop Titus Lowe have been elo- 
quent, his fund of information on World Service and his genial spirit being an 
outstanding feature of the sessions have left us under lasting obligation. 
The discourses of Dr. F. W. Hannon of Drew Theological Seminary, have been 
of high order and of great value. We have been honored indeed with the 
presence of Mrs. William O. Shepard and Mrs. Matthew Simpson Hughes 
who, with gracious spirit, have shown vital interest in our work. We pray 
that our own Bishop Shepard may have the benediction of God upon his 
labors while in other fields and that in the good providence of God he will be 
safely returned to his episcopal area.

Be It Resolved, That this Conference place itself on record as being in 
hearty accord with the work being done by this organization, that we express 
our confidence in the officials of the Anti-Saloon League and recommend that 
pastors and churches cooperate with the League in every effort being made to 
bring about the observance and enforcement of the prohibition laws. 


Be It Further Resolved, That the Oregon Conference call upon its mem- 
bers to urge the need of carefully investigating the merits of candidates for 
public office and support only such candidates for such public trust whose .- 
private life and public example have shown respect for enforcement of the law. 


Whereas, The presiding Bishop, Adna W. Leonard’s morning devotional 
addresses holding steadily to the Saviourship of Jesus Christ and the great es- 
sentials of the Christian faith, standing for the supernatural in word, work, 
and grace, these utterances have been marked by a deep spiritual tone and 
evangelistic emphasis and are appraised as of the highest worth and inspira- 
tion, and Bishop Leonard’s presidency of the Conference has been with such 
grace, dignity, and brotherly love, impressive and delightful in its fellowship, 
therefore 


Be It Resolved, That this has been a happy week; that we as a conference 
record our joy to know that this son of the honored A. B. Leonard, for many 
years missionary secretary, whom so many of us knew and loved well, is 
carrying on, so successfully the work of our Lord and Master Jesus Christ.

RULES OF ORDER 


1.—The Conference session shall open each day at 8.80 A. M., and 

oo at 11.45 A. M., the devotional services to be under the direction of the 
ishop. 

2.—The. President shall take the chair at precisely the hour to which 
the Conference stood adjourned, and after devotions shall have the minutes 
of the previous session read and approved. 

3.—The President shall decide all questions of order, subject to appeal 
to the Conference; but in case of an appeal the question shall be taken with- 
out debate. Provided, that after the President shall have stated the reason 
for his decision, the appellant may give the grounds of his appeal. 

4,—The President shall appoint all committees not otherwise ordered 
by the Conference. 

5.—All motions and resolutions shall be reduced to writing if the Presi- 
dent, Secretary, or any member requests it. 

6.—No motion shall be considered unless seconded. 

7.—When a motion is made and stated by the chair, a resolution offered 
or a report read, it shall be deemed in possession of the Conference. 
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8.—No new motion or resolution shall be made until the one under

9.—Every speaker on any subject shall rise and address the President, 
and shall not be interrupted while speaking, unless he departs from the rules 
and decorum of the Conference. 

10.—No member shall be permitted to speak more than ten minutes 
at any one time, nor more than once on the same question, until all have 
spoken who desire, unless leave be granted by the Conference, which shall 
be decided by vote without debate. 

_ 11.:—Any member shall have the right to state a question of privilege, 
raise a point of order and make an explanation when he considers his argu- 
ments have been misrepresented by another. 

_12.—When speaking, each member shall have due regard for the feelings 
of his brethren by avoiding irritating language and personal reflections. 

13.—The yeas and nays may be taken on any motion on the call of 
one third of the members present. 

14.—When any measure shall have been adopted, it shall be in order 
for a member who voted with the majority to move a reconsideration, 

__ 15.—A motion to adjourn shall always be in order and shall be decided 
without debate, unless it shall be for adjournment to a fixed time. 

16.—No member shall absent himself from the Conference without leave, 
unless he is sick or otherwise unable to attend. 

17.—The bar of the Conference shall be fixed by vote, and no member 
outside the bar will be permitted to vote on any question, and all members 
inside the bar shall vote upon all questions, unless they are excused by the 
Conference. 

18.—Visitors who address the Conference by permission shall not be 
permitted to speak more than ten minutes without unanimous consent. 

19.—All expressions of approval or disapproval during the progress of 
debate shall be deemed a breach of order. ; 

20.—In case an executive session be ordered, only members in full con- 
nection shall be permitted to sit therein, except by a two-thirds vote of the 
members present and voting. 

21.—These rules of order shall not be altered or suspended except by a 
two-thirds vote of the members present and voting. 


GENERAL RULES 


1.—The Presiding Bishop is respectfully requested not to transfer into 
our Conference more men than are transferred out; not to bring men to 
places within our bounds without careful and equitable adjustment for all; 
but this rule shall not be construed to the injury of our developing work or 
so as to embarrass the authorities in providing for new work. . 

2.—All changes involving Conference relations, as well as all candidates 
for admission on trial, readmission, admission upon credentials from other 
churches and for admission into full membership shall be referred to a Com- 
mittee on Conference Relations; and no such change of relations shall be 
granted, nor any such candidate admitted, until such Committee shall have 
made its report. 
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3.—Whenever the Conference is to consider the admission on trial or 
reception into full connection of any brother, it shall go into executive session 
(when necessary said session to convene Friday at 1.30 P. M.). 

4.—No candidate shall be admitted on trial into this Conference who 
is over forty years of age. y te 

5.—All committees or societies to whom are committed matters requiring 
anniversary or other public service shall provide the program for such service. 

6.—Members are strictly forbidden to remain in the vestibule during the 
devotional exercises. : k 

7,—The roll of our honored dead shall be called immediately after the 
regular roll call in the presence of the Conference standing. : 

8.—At the close of each Conference session the District Superintendents 
shall appoint a Committee on Memoirs, composed of one member from each 
district and one from the Conference at large, which shall be placed upon the 
list of standing committees. Each District Superintendent shall report to 
his committee the death of any minister or wife, or children of any minister, 
which may occur in his district. The chairman of this committee shall note 
the death of any member of the Conference or the wife of any such member, 
and then confer with the members of the committee. The memorial service 
shall be held immediately after the roll call of our honored dead. It shall 
consist of usual devotional services and an address of twenty minutes in 
length by some member of the Conference named by the committee in charge. 
The Committee on Memoirs shall have full control of the Conference memorial 
service. 

9.—The General Educational Collection shall be applied to the Endow- 
ment Fund of Willamette University, unless otherwise ordered by vote of the 
Conference, and delivered to the Treasurer of the Board of Trustees. 

10.—The Secretary of the Conference-shall keep a journal of the pro- 
ceedings, and when approved, the printed minutes shall be the official record 
of the Conference. He shall have power to edit all reports of boards and 
committees, said reports to be submitted to him in double-spaced, typewritten 
form only. He shall take charge of the journals and Conference papers, 
keep them safe and have them forwarded to the place of Conference sessions. 

11.—No person shall be advanced in his studies in the Conference Course 
of Study who is conditioned upon more than one study. 

12.—The President shall provide for closing up the business of the final 
session of the Annual Conference that due and sufficient time shall be given 
for proper devotional services just preceding the reading of the appointments, 
that no unseemly haste or disorder at such time be manifest. 

13.—All statistical and treasurer’s reports from pastoral charges shall 
be in the hands of the Conference Statistician or Treasurer not later than noon 
of the second day of the Conference session. Any reports presented thereafter 
may be received but not tabulated. 

14.—It shall be the duty of the Secretary to publish these rules in the 
Conference Journal. 

15.—An executive session shall be the order of the day, on Friday of 
each Conference session at 10.30 A. M. 

16.—These general and standing rules shall not be altered nor suspended 
except by a two-thirds vote of the members present and voting. 

17.—Any matter involving personal assessments or subscriptions from 
members of the Conference shall require a two-thirds vote of the Conference 
to make the action valid.

Following the report on the Conference Permanent Claimants’ Fund, 
by J. W. Day, Treasurer, the Association elected W. C. Foertsch, of Portland, 
as a Trustee for three years, to succeed J. I. Jones, of Cottage Grove, whose 
term had expired. This was in keeping with a request that a Layman in or 
near Portland be elected, who could attend the meetings of the board.
